They usually trade off their old 
hats with a 'quarter' or a 'half thrown 
in, and I fit thorn out in killing shape. 
Actors aro my best, retail patrons. 1 
do a wholesale business also, but thiv 
is mostly in trading off a lot of hale 
with some other dealer. 
I will buj*, 


sell, trade or barter with any one who 
wants to deal with me." 


"What stylo of hat brings yon the 


largest profit?" 


"High silk hats are the most desira- 


ble. "No matter how battered they arc 
when brought here I can find a place 
for them." 


"How much do you pay for old 


hats?" 


"That depends upon how many 


there are, and who brings them here. 
I would rather buy from a walking 
merchant than from any one else. 
I 


know they don't pay ranch and can 
soil cheap. 
An old high silk hat is 


worth about fifteen 
or twenty cents, 


an old derby about eight or ton cents, 
and an old stfaw hat five cents. These, 
when revamped, will bring a proiit of 
about 100 to 150 per cent"—N. Y.

What Will They DoP is the Ques- 


tion—Wait and See. 


The Illinois Central Railroad officiate 


arrived in Deontnr yesterday afternoon 
in a special train and took in the town in 
regal style, Superintendent Beck having 
engaged a nnmber of open carriages to 
meet the party at the depot to (five all a 
good look at our bustling city and beau- 
tiful avenues. Hon. Jason Rogers, of the 
state board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners, Mayor Kanan and the 
representatives of the daily papers were 
at the train to welcome the distinguished 
visitors, do them honor, and with a lib- 
eral and princely air throw open the 
gates of the city to them. All but Presi- 
dent Fish, General Manager Jeffery, Mr. 
Rogers and Mayor Kanan got into the 
waiting carriages and drove off. The 
quartet named lingered in the vicinity ot 
the alleged depot, Mr. Rogers leading in 
the conversation as to the just claims of 
Deoatur. It appears that Mr. Jeffery 
has done all within his power to get|the 
depot built. In his numerous letters to 
Mr. Rogers he has virtually admitted 
that Deeatur should have the building. 
These letters nnd Mr. Rogers' frequent 
visits to the general office of the company 
in Chicago have convinced the commis- 
sioner that Mr. Jeffery has done his part 
by Deeatur in the depot agitation. It 
now rests with the course President Fish 
will pursue. He is a reasonable man, 
but he lives in New York, and until yes- 
terday did not know that Deoatur had 
grown far beyond the passenger house 
the Central company built for the town 
many years ago. He didn't know that 
we had a population of nearly 18,000 
people; that our postoffice business for a 
year nearly equalled that of Springfield; 
that we do more business here in four 
days than Bloomington or Springfield 
does in a week; and the present building 
used for a depot is at least 30 years out 
of date. He realized on personal inspec- 
tion that tho waiting room accommoda- 
tions on cold and rainy days are inade- 
quate to the demands of the public, and 
through Mr. Rogers he was given to un- 
derstand that Deoatur must have a 
decent depot, and that, too, at no distant 
date. If built, the structure will go up 
on the west side of the Central track, and 
tho Wabash and other roads will join in 
helping pay the bill. Of course no one 
can positively state at this time what the 
company will do in the matter, but from 
what was said it is understood that the 
company will do the square thing by 
Deoatur. The party will not return to 
Chicago for a week or. ten days, as they 
are to visit the Iowa lines, going from 
here to Clinton, thence to Springfield 
and Dubuque.

AMERICAN GLASS. 


Manufactories In Knglaud EntaMlahed Over 


a Century Ago. • . 


Northward in Massachusetts as early 


as 1639. John and Ananias Conklin 
made bottles in Sulem. There is no 
further record until after tho rovolu- 
lion. 
Then, in July, 1787—a century 


ago—a man namedHunnewell, having 
AVO associates, received from the Legis- 
ature a charter conferring exclusive 
monopoly of the manufacture for fif- 
teen years. The fine for infringement 
was £500, the stock was exempt of 
taxation and the workmen of military 
duty. 
This enterprise took the name 


of the Boston Crown Glass company 
of Essex street 


From tho first it succeeded, making

In New York two 
Dutchmen, Smedes and Bamber, are 
said to have made glass prior to 1756, 
but the first permanent manufacture 
ivas near Albany, thirty years after. 


Mr. Hunnewell, of tho Boston fac- 


tory, "had no 
favor-look 
toward 


Albany or Vermont," but 
having 


turned his attention and some of his 
capital to Suncock, N. H., he was al- 
most simultaneously attracted to Con- 
necticut. 
This was in 1787, tho year 


•when he secured the Bay State mo- 
nopoly, and he scorns to have coveted 
more monopolies. 
In Now York such 


things were not encouraged, but in 
Connecticut there had been at different 
times in forty years "special grantes 
of 
exclusive 
privileges," 
all 


iowover, 
becoming 
void 
from 


tho patentees failing to fulfil the stated 
conditions. Hunnewell, "attracted of 
the good sand that way," set his mind 
on addressing tho Legislature of Con- 
aiecticut, but the enterprising people 
recognizing that if there was money 
in thoir sand-bods for tho Bostonlan, 
Ithorc was equally as much for thorn, 
iblockod Master Hunnowcll's schemes 
by entering upon the manufacture 
themselves. It is altogether probable 
.that jealousy of the Bostonian incited 
tho opening up of tho industry, and at 
any rato in 1787-88 one glass-house 
was put in operation in Hartford, and 
another in Now Havon. 
It is not im- 


probable that among tho men enticed 
away from tho Boston factory wore 
those who wont to Connecticut to start 
this industry. 
Success followed, and 


in 1789 Washington alludes in his diary 
to "The Connecticut Glass."—Dr. W. 
II. Morse, in Ifarlfonl 
Times.

Blockade, but they come out to tho 
hillsides from the, gullies in the day 
time and attack them.

No meat to these wolves is so 
tender and swoct as mutton, and il 
docs not matter whether men, or oven 
tlogs, are around or not.
